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Carl Luetzelschwab, KOLA 


ast month's column looked at two 

ways to use a 40m dipole on 15m with- 
out resorting to an antenna tuner. As a re- 
view, the SWR of a 40m dipole cut for 7.15 
MHz would be less than 2.0:1 across the 
40m band using 50-ohm coax, and the 
SWR would be less than 5.0:1 across the 
15m band. That 5.0:1 SWR would likely 
shut back a transceiver with a broadband 
solid-state RF power amplifier. 


One solution offered last month would 
be to trim the dipole to resonance at the 
middle of the 15m band instead of reso- 
nating it in the middle of the 40m band. 
The resulting SWR across 15m would be 
less than 2.5:1 using 50-ohm coax, while 
the SWR across the 40m band would be 
less than 3.8:1. Overall that’s a bit better 
than cutting the dipole for resonance at 
7.15 MHz. 


The other solution offered last month 
would be to cut the dipole for resonance 
at 7.15 MHz and use mid-span loading 
(see the explanation of this in the Octo- 
ber column) on each side of the dipole. 
The SWR across the 15m band would be 
less than 2.8:1 using 50-ohm coax, while 
the SWR across the 40m band would be 
less than 2.0:1. Again, this is another im- 
provement. 


The next iteration we'll look at is a 
lumped-element network at the antenna. 
| will limit this to two components to keep 
it simple. Thus, it will be either two capaci-

tors, two inductors or a capacitor and an 
inductor. 


After much playing around with a 
Smith chart, | found the best solution to 
be resonating the dipole in the middle of 
the 15m band and implementing a shunt 
capacitor (75 pF) followed by a series in- 
ductor (0.375 uH). The resulting imped- 
ances on 40m and 15m are shown on 
the accompanying Smith chart. Further 
tweaking of the values can move the 15m 
impedances to the left to bring the 40m 
impedances a bit to the left also. See the 
accompanying table for a summary of all 
the results. The last entry in the table is 
about as good as it gets with two lumped- 
elements.

Using three lumped-elements would 
likely lower the SWRs even farther, but 
I'd need to get more capable Smith chart 
software to analyze this. One such free 
package is SimSmith from AE6TY.

THE FOXHUNT CHRONICLES Fe FOR THE OCTOBER HUNT 


he October foxhunt occurred on a 

cool, foggy, rain threatening fall day, 
that being 7 October 2018. We were back 
up to the usual foxhunt team strength 
of three. Team one consisted of Charles 
Ward, KC9MUT and Fred Gengnagel, 
KC9EZP. Team two included Steve and 
Linda Nardin, W9's SAN & LAN. Team three 
was composed of Don Glick, K9LI, his wife 
Julie and her father Ed. 


Jim Pliett, K9OMA, Carole Burke, 
WBORUS and Al Burke, WB9SSE served as 
the fox for this outing. They had previous- 
ly scouted out a publicly accessible hide 
location in the Cedar Creek area north of 
the city that they had concluded was a 
suitably evil spot, and had gone to some 
lengths fabricating a fairly clever camou- 
flage scheme to hide the microfox. Much 
to their horror, when they arrived at the 
site around 13:00, they found that access 
to the site had been barred by virtue of a 
padlock. Panic ensued. They started driv- 
ing around aimlessly looking for a spot 
to stop, got thoroughly lost, and finally 
wound up at the corner of Lanyard Lane 
and Cable Trail, just north of East Cedar 
Canyons Rd. and east of Coldwater. 


Jim taped the microfox to asmall, loose 
tree branch he found and attempted to 
push the tree branch up into a tree to 
make it a little more challenging to spot. 
Much to our horror, again, the microfox 


came loose from the branch and fell to 
the ground amongst a lot of ground cov- 
er. Panic ensued, for the second time, as 
we had a hard time finding the microfox 
amongst all that ground clutter. And time 
was running out. (We thought it ironic 
that we had not brought OUR hand-held 
foxhunting gear along to help us locate 
the errant microfox). But we were eventu- 
ally successful and stuffed that puppy up 
into the tree, just in time to start the hunt 
at 13:30. 


The high-power fox was heard right off 
the bat at the Corbin Memorial Park start- 
ing point where the three foxhunt teams 
were located at the start of the hunt. 
They moved out and headed north. The 
Nardin’s were using a new roof mounted 
quad that had a few bugs in it according 
to Steve so some of his DF bearings were 
erratic. Charles told me that as he got 
close to the Cedar Creek area his readings 
indicated that the fox was in a residential 
area he was familiar with since he had 
relatives that used to live out that way. 
He reasoned that the area being private 
property, we couldn't be located there 
since we're not supposed to use private 
property for hid locations. So he initially 
discounted those readings and he and 
Fred went off on some wild goose chases. 


As it turns out Charles was correct. 
While we were not on private property 
in Jim's van parked as we were on Cable 


Trail, we had had to emplace the microfox 
on private property. So technically we 
had bent foxhunt rules. 


Anyway, after about forty-five min- 
utes into the hunt Don Glick came walk- 
ing around the corner of Lancer Lane and 
Cable Trail, portable yagi in hand. He had 
localized the fox. After about ten minutes 
crawling through the forest he located 
the microfox. Roughly one-half hour later 
Charles and Fred arrived, and they locat- 
ed the microfox after another ten minutes 
of exploring the forest. Finally, Steve and 
Linda showed up and Steve found the mi- 
crofox in about twenty minutes of thrash- 
ing through the trees and undergrowth. 


Following the hunt everyone transi- 
tioned over to Steak-N-Shake on Cold- 
water to partake in a well deserved meal. 
The food was good, but the service was a 
little disappointing.
